The FA Community Awards presented by McDonald's aim to recognise and reward 
people across the country that make a difference to grassroots football in their local 
community. 


The FA Respect Awards recognises Leagues, Clubs, County FAs or individuals that are 
making a significant contribution to improving the behavioural standards in football. 


S&HCFA have Referee’s Awards which acknowledge performance and commitment of 
the County FA's referees and match officials. 


The County FA also recognises clubs with junior teams with one boy's team and one 
girl’s team being honoured with the Fair Play Award. 


... and of course to one of the true Grassroots heroes, the FA asks for nominations for 
the Groundsman of the Year Award.
